Which Place in the World is Farthest Removed from 
the Sea? 


The town of Manas in Western Mongolia, to the 
north-east of the Thian Shan Mountains. This place 
lies midway between the Bay of Benga! and an arm of 
the Gulf of Obi, which rune far into Siberia from the 
‘Arctic Ocean.

3779. What is the Average Length of the Corporate Life 
of « Nation from its Origin to its Decline? 

The lives of nations vary within ee wide limits. On 
the one hand we have sleepy China ex ibiting, perhaps, 
greater signs of vitality then ever after a continuous 
corporate existence extending over 4,000 years, while, on 
the other, Imperial Rome, the most virile nation that 
ever existed, lasted considerably less than 1,000. Greece, 
again, lived long enou h to make her name imm 

Ser corporate existence half as 
long as Rome. The ersian Empire and the Vale scinn 
Empire, which it succeeded, were neither of them as 
long-lived as Greece. The history of ancient Egypt 
extends over a much longer period, but is chequ by 
periods of apparent national collapse, when a new nation 
scems to have sprung from the ruins of 
dynasty. On the w ole, in view of the history of 
Europe since the decline of Rome, it would appear that 
the length of national existence hus been increased, and 
the average duration may fairly be put down as a 
thousand years. 


3181. Which is the Smallest Division of Time ever 
Recorded by an Instrument ? 

By an improved form of Wheatstone’s chronoscope, 
Rood, in 1867, measured intervals as small as the 1-25th- 
millionth part of a second. The principle of the Wheat- 
stone chronoscope depends on the momentary per- 
sistence of an image on the retina of the eye (seen in 
the appearance of a line of ght when a burning stick 
is whirled round in the air). The original instrument 
was invented for the pur of determining the 
duration of the ele:tric spark. A mirror was made to 
revolve round an axis in its own plane with enormous 
velocity, and the image of the spark was observed in it. 
Then if the spark lasted any appreciable time at all, the 
mirror (moving on in the interval) would show au pee 
extended out into a short line of light—owing to the 
mirror being in more than one position while the spark 
lasted. If the spark were jnstantaneous (i.e., lasting 
no appreciable time), as the experiment showed it 
to be, the image in the mirror would be a# 
mere spot of light, such as would be seen if the mirror 
were at rest. The duration of a spark that is not 
instantaneous can be calculated in this way: The 
length of the line of li ht being determined (as it can 
he), the distance passed over by the points of the inirror 
where it is fo’ can be calculated. Then, as the rate 
at which the mirror moves is also known. the time tuken 
by it to go over the distance just mentioned is easil 
found, and this is the time during which the spark 
lasts. By an ingenious arrangement of a similar ind 
Foncault determined the velocit of light (185,157 miles 
~ second) from the action of light within the limit of a 
xinall room. Another variety of chronoscope. which 
measures intervils of leas than one-millionth of a 
second, depends on the successive Wreakin: of two 
electric currenta, each breakage being marked on 2 
gereen which moves with great velocity. The distance of 
one nuirk from the next shows the time between the 
Ireakages—the speed of the screen being known. This 
instrument ie used in determining the speed of cannon- 
balls when passing along the barrel of the gun.

3783. If a Meteoric Stone Fell into a Private Garden, 
to whom would it Belong? 


This point does not seem to have been judicially con- 
sidered in England, but has been decided in America 
and also in France. An English court would probably 
decide in the same manner as the American, which held 
that the atone was an accretion to the soil by natural 
causes, and therefore belonged to the owner of the land 
on which it fell. Thus, in the case suggested in the 
question, the stone would belong, not to the finder of 
it, nor to the Crown, nor to the occupier of the garden, 
nor even to the leascholder, but to te ultimate owner 
of the land which the garden inclosed.

lifeboats have ever made was that in January of 1892, 

when the 8.8. Eider was stranded, and_the lifeboats 

took off her no fewer than 379 persons. This feat, how- 
“ever, was more notable for the number of lives saved 
than for the difficulty and danger attending its execution. 
In March, 1893, the two lifeboats ut the Lizard 
roceeded to the aid of the Gustav Bittcr,a steamship of 

Rewcastle, going from London to Liverpool with 

eral cargo. ‘The vessel had stranded, and on the 
ifeboat, und and Fanny, reaching her, four men 
were found. Three were got on bourd the boat; the 
fourth, owing to rheumatism, could not move. As 
some of those rescued seemed dying for want of care and 
attention, the lifeboat men, seeing it would be a big job 
to rescue the fourth man, resolved to take the first three 

ashore, and then return for the other. 

This they did amidst a regular gale, but when they 
got back, they found that the lifeboat Joseph Armstrong 
had arrived, and picked up a boat containing seven of 
the crew, and was now bent on rescuing the surviving 
man in the Gustav Bitter. Several of the lifeboat crew 
offered to swim to the ship and bring him back, but as 
his own captain also volunteered for this, and it was

J. LL. C. asks the oft-asked question: “* Why do stars 
twinkle ¥”"———- Althongh this query is some- 
what of the chestnut order, it is interesting jast now 
heeause a new theory has lately been advanced on the 

- subject. An American astronomer, of the Lowell 
Observatory, says that the twinkle is due to innumer. 
able vibratory waves in the earth's atmosphere which, 
as it were, break up the light from the stars. Hoe 
bases this on the fact that when the eyepicce of one 
of the great telescopes is removed, these waves can 
actually be scen. The flaw in this explanation seems 
to me to be its failure to explain why stars 
twinkle and planets don’t, since both have 
to be viewed through the atmosphere, — Person- 
ally I think the explanation is rather to he 
sought in the enormously ater distance of the 
stara and the fact that they shine by their own Jizht, 
a3 the sun does, while the planets shine by reflec 
light. It is well known that the rays from some of 
tho stara take years to cross the vast gulf of space 
which separates us from them, and it seems reason- 
able to suppose that certain interruptions may occur 
in this tremendous journey, or tha the light-wave. 
themselves may not be of similar constitution in 
auch op eee portions of space.

Vereker, daughter of the colonel of Charters’ regiment. 
Heathcote’s father and Constance’s father are at 
dazgers drawn. When Heathcote refuses to marry the 
customary American heiress, his enraged parent cuts 
him off with a ehilling. He makes the amount up to 
two shillings by enlisting, and everyone. including an 
Arab sheikh, named Abd: Ul-Zook, who has been per- 
forming at “ one of the great variety theatres in Leicester 
Square,’ starts for the Soudan. 

Once in the Soudan, Bessie Sheldon, in the euise of 
a soldier, is carried off by Abd Ul-Zook to his rocky 
fastness. Abd Ul-Zook, who is equally at home in 
Leicester Square and the Soudan, has fallen in love with 
Bessie, und is fond of theatrical surprises. He takes 
Besse and another captive, one Sergeant Robert Grant, 
into 

An apartment which was certainly uncommon enough in these 
parts tu provoke from Sergeant Robert Grant the fresh expression 
of surprise which escaped him. A beautiful Turkey carpet
